THREE HUNDRED MÉDICAL STUDENTS ARE COMING 
TO THE UNION ON WEDNESDAY TO DETERMINE. THE 
FATE OF YOUR STUDENTS' SOCIETY. Whether or not the pro 
posais put forward are correct, is not for only the Meds to decide, 
but for you and I as well. The Med students have petitioned for a 
meeting to approve certain amendments to the Constitution of the 
Students! Society. The petition suggested Wednesday for convenience 
according to the timetable of the Medical Faculty. 

In deciding upon the amendments, several questions must be 
kept in mind : can the Medical student, participate in regular Stu- 
" ' dents' Society activities, is he too old, has he not the time, or , does 
he simply not want to? If he cannot participate, should additional 
money De granted to the Medical Undergraduates' Society to produce 
activities of specific interest to its members? On the other hand, 
should money be granted if and when needed upon receipt of bud- 
gets for these activities? The over-all effect of these amendments 
on the Students' Society, when applied to the other undergraduates' 
societies, should be the' foremost consideration. ; 

Grants arc made in October by the Students' Executive Council 
•from general Students' Society funds to undergraduates' societies 
which are either small or require specialized programs. In order to 
ensure fair and proper distribution of the money, it is generally 
granted only for non-social activities. When it dealt with the budgets 
submitted at the beginning of this term, the, Council granted addi- 
tional funds to the M.U.S. to aid in covering the costs of the Medical 
Journal and several speakers' forums. 

The issues to be considered are fairly clear. Their importance 
cannot be over-emphasized, and fo r that reason NO student activity 
other than this meeting may be r

Decision Rendered 
At Meeting Today 

Quorum Of 300 Students Necessary 
To Pass Constitutional Amendment 

Amendments to the Students' Society constitution proposed by 
the Medical Undergraduate Society will be considered at a general 



meeting of the Students' Society today at 1 pm in the Union Ball- 
room. If passed, the amendments would result in three major changes: 

1) An increase in the grant made back to the MUS from stu- 
dents' fees from $1.00 to $6.00. 

2) Reguircment of a % majority to make any future changes to 
the constitution involving allocation of medical fees. 

3) Direct payment of Medical students' fees to MUS by the 
university cashier, completely by-passing the Students' Executive 
Council. 

Unconditional Grant 

At present, an unconditional grant of $1.00 per medical student 
is made to MUS by the Students' Society, as it is to all undergraduate 
societies at McGill. The SEC receives a $15.00 grant per Students' 
Society member from the cashier of the university, then submits 
checks to each undergraduate society based on the $1.00 stipend per 
member. 

In order for any action to be taken at today's meeting, it will 
be necessary that a quorum of 300 students be present. 

Since the Meds presented their amendment on October 21st, it 
has been the focus of more controversy than any other student ques- 
tion since the tramway riots and subsequent reparations to the MTC 
in January, 1956. The Debating Union and Pre-Medical Society have 
both sponsored open meetings at which MUS and SEC officials have 
presented both sides of the issue to the students. McGill Daily co- 
lumns and Letters to the Editor have also aired various views on the 
implications of and reasons for the amendments. 

Basic Arguments 

Louis Donolo, President of the Students' Society and Chairman 
of the SEC, stressed the. fact that the Students' Society had been 
formed to bring students together, and that if it became dismembered 
into separate interest groups, this function would be lost. "We will 
be selling the Students' Society down the drain with passage of this 
motion," stated Donolo, "because we are committing ourselves and 
future Councils to an expenditure which we cannot make, which may 
not be necessary, and which will destroy the unity of the Students' 
Society." 

Garth Mosher, President of MUS, has argued that due to differ- 
ences in curriculum and the arrangement of the Med's academic year 
they are unable to partake, for the most part, of the activities which 
the Students' Society provides for its members. He pointed out that 
this lack of participation was dictated by "ability and opportunity, 
rather than being a matter of choice." 

Representative Takes Issue 

David Freedman, SEC representative' from Arts and Science, 
took issue with this statement in an open letter which appeared in 
the Daily on Monday. He said, "The MUS 1 wishes to use this gua- 
rantccd money to finance activities comparable to, in fact competing 
with, your Students' Society activities. How can it take less time for 
a Med to organize his own. convocation activities, rather than parti- 
cipate in ours; publish .his own newspapers and yearbook, rather 

than read the Daily and the An

nual; run his own formal rather 
than attend the Prom?" 

Crampton Helms, Vice-Presi- 
dent of MUS, urged all medical 
students to attend the luijch-hour 
meeting.

Wi 
must join together in a common 
effort and with a singleness of 
purpose," he wrote in the medical 
students' journal, The Idiosyn- 
crat.

It was not exact- 
ly a "hot issue" and few were pas- 
sionately for one side or another, but 
every once in' a while some interested 
freshman would inquire as to thé 
whereabouts of the club, and would 
either be told that none but Honours 
students could join, (a fallacy) or 
that it had folded up sometime last 
year. 

Last year's president, Roy Heenan, 
two weeks ago prepared a short notice 
announcing the demise of the club un- 
. til such future date as it should be 
reorganized. 

James Stuart, last year's secretary, 
was unwilling to commit himself but 
declared the society to be slowly de- 



clining, and just .this side of disso 
lution. 

The only optimistic notes were 
sounded by Bryan Jones and Elizabeth 
Placek, this year's president and se- 
cretary respectively. Bucking the ge- 
neral consensus of opinion, they insis- 
ted that the society was functioning as 
it always had and that it would begin 
holding meetings sometime in Novem- 
ber.

_ serves a vital function" in the Commonwealth, or is Britain wasting some- of 
r her needed capital ?" 

When ibis question was asked of various students, our Queen was still 
on her visit, and Malcolm Muggeridge's article maligning her had just appeared. 
-y?e expected as a result fairly well-entrenched ideas as to the necessity or the 
uselessness of the Queen's existence. 

From the number of students questioned, a cross-section of opinions was 
obtained which represented a normal curve. From "Down with the Queen I " 
and "Let's unite with the US." to 'Without Elizabeth, we are lost I" — this is 
representative of campus opinion. 

What is more striking, however, than the few radical answers obtained, is 
the comparatively huge number of students who could offer no opinion because 
of social inhibition or because they jutl didn't care.

in the Commonwealth is an intan- 
gible one for it involves setting an 
example in life for her different 
subjects and serving as an idol, or 
a binding force, to the mass of 
people who live in the different 
Commonwealth countries. On the 
basis of this alone, the Queen merits 
an existence, for the money needed 
to support the Queen is paltry as 
compared to England's actual eco- 
nomic needs. 

Whether the function served by 
the Queen is vital to the Common- 
wealth is à different matter. For 
although the Queen serves as a bind- 
ing force, the Commonwealth re- 
mains intact chiefly because of pol- 
itical, social and economic reasons. 
The Queen's function, therefore, is 
not vital but it merits her existence 
in the light of England's economic 
needs. 

Susan Blaylock B.A. I: Yes, I 
think the Queen is a necessary evil. 
The beauty and pageantry of royalty 
is to most people the symbol of the 
immonwcalth, anyway. 
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Camilla Jackson B.A. 2: No, the 
monarchy is "the opiate of the 
masses". If there were more nobility, 
there would be less royalty. The re- 
verence of the masses for royalty is 
a transference of their childish 
beliefs in fairy stories. 

Robert Thornton B. Com. 4 : The 
Queen represents to me the rem- 
nants of a dead age. She serves no 
purpose whatsoever. The money 
used by the British Government for 
the support of the Royal Family 
could surely be used to send up a 
British Sputnik, not with a Russian 
mongrel aboard, but with a true blue 
British fox terrier. The only possible 
way for the Royal Family to redeem 
itself, in my eyes, would be for 
Britain to launch its own satellite 
with Prince Charles aboard as pilot. 

Janet Barclay B.A. 2 : Yes, I feel 
that for most people the Queen is 
the Commonwealth. The idea of the 
monarchy is more • involved than 
simply, equating the Queen to cash. 

Harvey Richmond B.A. 3 : The 
Queen is subsidized by the State. 
The State is made up of the people. 
The people are royal subjects* and 
money is no object. I don't know 
from such things actually. Me, I'm 
still a virgin. 



It may be a man's world but, since 
1950 at least, it has become more and 
more difficult to prove it. That is the 
year women for the first time in Amer- 
ican history won numerical superiority. 
They have been consolidating that lead 
since and they have been gaining, too, 
in life expectancy, wealth and job hold- 
ings at a faster rate than men. One 
result of all this — aside from any rise 
in nervous tics among men (no statistics 
available) — is an increase in the num- 
ber of surveys about American women. 
Here are some facts and figures from 
the most recent findings. 

There are now — to look at popula- 
tion figures first — 84,737,000 females 
in the United States; 56 million over 
18 years old, seven million over 65. 
About 1,700,000 females are born each 
year. The life expectancy of American 
women today is 73.6 years; of men, 
67.3. 

Women's family and job circum- 
stances have been minutely examined. 
Three-fourths of American women are 
married. They bear their first child at 
22.7 years of age, the second at 25. 
The median age of American women is 
30.7. After 35, the married woman is 
tending more and more to join her 
single sister in the labor force. Forty 
per cent of women, 35 to 64, are hold- 
ing jobs (a 10 per cent increase since 
1950). 

Women's habits have not been over- 
looked by the tabulators. Women walk 
ten miles a day (a mile more than 
men). They spend about two and a 
half hours a week on personal care, and 
between sixteen and twenty-five hours 



a week at relaxation. Though a woman's 
work is never done, obviously it isn't 
always being done. 

And as work goes, the pay (or at 
least the accumulation of money) isn't 
bad. Financially, women are better off 
than ever. Latest figures on holdings by 
women : $50 billion of life insurance, 
66 per cent of all defense bonds, 65 
per cent of all accounts in mutual sav- 
ings banks, titles to 40 per cent of 
American homes, 53 per cent of publicly 
held stocks. Women are — not un- 
expectedly — beneficiaries of 70 per 
cent of all legacies of men. But they 
are also beneficiaries of 64 per cent of 
all legacies of women. Women in most 
cases control the family budgets and 
make or influence 85 per cent of all 
consumer purchases. 

Statistics, as a dry science, do not 
make interpretations or draw conclu- 
sions. The recently published finding 
that more women are immigrating to 
this country than men may, however, 
be a statistical way of pointing out that 
women know a good thing when they

Last Words From The Meds 




Factionalism or Free-Thinking? 



The weeks of debate on the question of monetary 
grants to the Medical Undergraduate Society will come to , 
head today. The extreme positions taken by speakers on 
;h sides of the issue have probably left many students in 
a confused condition. It is unfortunate that a strong note 
of emotionalism has entered this debate; we have been the 
recipients of letters from the President of the MUS which 
for sheer fantasy are hard to beat ; we have also sat through 
meetings of the SEC and heard cries of "selling the Stu- 
dents' Society down the river." This approach may well be 
the tenor of the debate today. If so this would be regrettable 
as the issue at stake is too important to be abused. 

Of prime importance is the fact that factionalism may 
play a strong part in the voting unless we are all careful. 
The Medical students who have something to gain, and 
whose minds are pretty well settled on this question, will 
almost all probably vote for the motion. It is vitally impor- 
tant that the average student realize that unless a large 
number of students from faculties other than Medicine are 
present it would be possible for the Meds to railroad the 
issue through by sheer voting strength. There have been 
attempts to organise elements of the lower campus to arouse 
some deep interest in the issue. We hope that this will not 
produce a large anti-Med faction centered around the lower 
campus. 

As to the issue itself, the basic facts have been stated 
several times on these pages. The request of the Meds. is 
fundamental; they claim to be a special group for whom 
special arrangements should be made. If the claim be true 
the next question to be decided is how much should the 
Meds be granted free of SEC control. From the arguments 
we have heard it seems that the Meds do have a claim for 
special consideration; a claim that cannot be matched by 
any other faculty with the possible exception of Dentistry. 
However a grant of $6 per capita does not seem to be a fair 
allocation. A guaranteed grant should be such that adequate 
consideration is left for those parts of the general Students' 
Society programme' which the Meds share in or ought to. 
contribute to as members of the McGill community. 

From the figures we have seen such a residual amount 
would be more than nine dollars. It would therefore be fair 
to guarantee the Meds a sum which recognises their special 
needs and which could be increased by routine SEC grants 
if their programme warrants it and according to the general 
needs of the Society as a whole. A compromise figure which 
seems to meet this criterion would be four dollars. 

As to the referendum clause of the Meds' motion this 
has no place in the constitution of this Society. The Society 
is not a federal body; all students are members as individu- 
als and not as members of different undergraduate societies. 
Constitutional changes should therefore be made by vote 
of the Society as a whole. 

To miss this meeting, to allow any one faction to get 
its way through sheer- persistence and numerical strength 
would be a rape of the constitution and a failing in dem- 
ocratic citizenship. We hope for a clean fought debate. 
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A QUESTION OF DEMOCRACY 



Much has been said about the MUS failure' to 
accept the "generous" offer made by the SEC in their 
budget arrangements last month. It has been said that 
SEC "gave" MUS" $1600.00 in additional grants this 
year. This sir, is a lie. This money can no more be 
used by MUS than Sputnik. First of all, we have been 
informed that the $500.00 "grant" for the Lyman Duff 
Memorial Lecture, a free-will gesture on the part of 
our faculty in memory of our late Dean, is in reality 
no "grant" at all. It depends upon either the Book- 
store making profits, or upon the University making 
a contribution, or both. Thus in one stroke, these 
imbeciles have done away with the very fiber of our 
gesture, that it NOT be a University sponsored, but 
rather a student sponsored, lecture. WE HAVE NO 
INTENTION OF ALLOWING THESE CHILDREN 
TO SABOTAGE THIS MEMORIAL TO A MAN 
WHOSE 1 QUALITIES THEY NEITHER KNOW 
NOR CARE ABOUT. This above - all they must have 
hands off, for once and for all. 

The other items in this so-called "Generous Grant" 
are equally elusive when one wishes to actually obtain 
the money. Futhermore, arid here lies the crux of the 
case, transfer of monies from one event to another even 
within our "grant", must have the approval of SEC. 
This means that SEC believes that they know better 
what is in the best interests of our own undergraduates 
that the Undergraduate Society Executive itself. This 
is NONSENSE. The net result of all these monetary 
manoeuvcrs is that the "generous grant" is NO GRANT 
AT ALL. From five months of debate and negotiation 
we have obtained NOTHING. WHY CAN THESE 
PEOPLE NOT BE HONEST? Why must they persist 
in saying that they have given much when they have 
given nothing? Because they know that our demands 
*and our case are valid. 

It has been said, and it will be said that we are 
seeking to destroy the Students' Society, that the finan- 
cial loss will cripple all other activities on campus. 
THIS TOO IS NONSENSE. So long as the Students- 
Society continues to provide service to the students of 
this university,' it will continue to exist. Centralization 
has given all students more for their dollar, EXCEPT 
THE MEDICAL STUDENT. Consequently centraliza- 
tion can be good for all activities, EXCEPT THOSE

This will cost the 
Students' Society $2000.00 per year; on last year's acti- 
vities alone, there was a surplus of OVER $10,000.00. sE 
GENERAL CAMPUS ACTIVITIES CANNOT SUFFER, 
UNLESS THE SEC BY MISMANAGEMENT CAUSES 
THEM TO SUFFER. 

Finally, sir, we of the Medical Undergraduate So- 
ciety see in this dispute the chance to reverse the odious 
trend in campus political life. Our legislators, unlike 
those of any other democratic community, seldom if^- 
evcr answer for their actions in the forum of public 
debate. They are elected, serve their term, unquestioned, 
without thought for those whose monies they admi- 
nister, and then disappear, to be replaced by others. So- , 
the weary circle continues, until over a decade the con- _j 
cept of lise majesté becomes solidly entrenched in the sins of 
our almost totalitarian rcgieme. The true question here is 
this : CAN THE SEC BLEED A DULY CONSTITUTED 
MINORITY FOR A DECADE, OVER THEIR RE- 
PEATED PROTESTS, GIVING THEM NEXT TO 
NOTHING FOR THEIR MONEY, AND STILL BE 
BEYOND CENSURE? We believe this is impossible in 
a democratic community; wc mean to test this assump- 
tion on November 6th. Wc believe every thinking man 
and woman on this campus will sec that this is perhaps .""» 
the last opportunity to return a concept of truly re- 
presentative government to this campus, and will support 
us in this endeavour.

A QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE 
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At the annual budget meeting of the SEC last 
month a sum approximating $3.00 per capita was 
voted MUS for certain activities for the coming year. 
Also at this meeting there was passed a resolution 
recognizing the difficulty of some medical students 
regarding participation in student activities, and re- 
commending that all grants to MUS be made, keeping 
this in mind, and with regard to the "adequacy and 
extent" of MUS planned activities. It is interesting 
to note that the SEC representative from Medicine 
voted in favor of this resolution. 

The' following day, a petition was received in 
the Students' Society office demanding a Constitutional 
guarantee of $6.00 per capita to the MUS. This gua- 
rantee would have two effects which I should like 
to discuss: 1) It would give an additional dollar per 
capita to the MUS; arid - 

2) It .would absolve ( this and future MUS execu- 
tive of ever having to submit a budget for its activities 
to the SEC. the executive of -the Students' Society of 
which every student, including the one in Medicine, 

Let us look at these demands, one at a time. 
.Firstly, the additional dollar. I do not seriously think 
for a moment that 230 medical students have called 
a meeting of the Students' Society to demand an extra 
dollar. Those Medical students with whom I am 
familiar are of the feeling that $5.00 per capita is 
reasonably generous and that the MUS activities will 
not be seriously impaired by the cut of one dollar. 
It would seem that the second point, that regarding 
the submission of a budget is the more important. 

To understand the significance of this, we must 
take a moment to glance at the Students' Society and how 
it operates. Every student at McGill pays a Students' 
Society fee at the beginning of the year, and each 
year the Students' Executive Council, is elected to 
administer, among other, things, the money collected 
in the aforementioned fees. To do this properly, the 
SEC, being as it is, a totally representative body with 
a permanent office, permanent Secretary-Treasurer and 
bookkeeping staff, takes into regard certain facts. 
Foremost among these is the fact that on this campus 
there are groups with diverse and varied interests, 
each group containing students who .pay fees, and 
deserve support in the pursuit of these interests. Sui 
groups 'are the National Clubs, Science and 
clubs, the Undergraduate Societies and the like. Each 
of these Clubs and Societies is constituted under the 
SEC, and they are used as the vehicles through which 
the SEC attempts to cater to each of these diverse 
interests. 

— Each fall, each- of these clubs and societies sub- 



mits a schedule of. the coming year's activities along 
with proposed budgets. These budgets are examined" - *' 
in full detail by the finance committee of the SEC . 
with the full consultation of the submitter of the 
budget. The budget is then presented in front of . the 
SEC at a budget meeting (which this year lasted Hft 
hours). At this meeting questions are asked of Finance ! 
Committee, of various faculty representatives, and if 
need be, the submitter of the budget himself is called 
down to justify his figures. In this way, each member j 
of the Students' Society knows that the money going I 
to support his particular interests is not being squander- 
' ed or spent on activities which will - compete with j 
those of the Students' Society as a whole. It is not 
an exaggeration, I feel, to say that this system has 1 
worked rather well at McGill. 

It is the claim of the MUS, however, that this : 
system cannot possibly work in their case, hence they ~* 

I insist on a constitutional guarantee which means, in 
effect, NO BUDGET. The MUS claims that Med 
students know what is best for Med students, and that 
the, SEC has no business demanding, on behalf of - the 
Students' Society, a budget to account as to how the 
$6.00 per capita goes. The SEC knows nothing of 
Medicine, we are told, and it is no business of the 
executive of the Students' Society, and for that matter, 
of the Students' Society itself, to interfere if the MUS 
decides to use its money to finance a separate Med 
Convocation Ball, Med Annual, or, for that matter, 
a trip to Florida for the executive, if the MUS exe- > 
cutive thought these things to be in the best interests . 
of the Med student. 

The point here is this : the SEC doesn't know as 
well as the Polish student what the needs of the 
Polish Club are; - nor does it know as well as the 
Dental student what the needs of DUS are. This does 
not mean, however, that the Polish Club and the DUS 
should never have to submit a budget; this does not 
mean that constitutional grants must be made to these 
groups. Surely, the SEC, using the methods it docs, 
having the responsibilities and the facilities that it 
docs, and being a representative elected body as it is, 
should be allowed to continue its administration as it 
docs at present, without making constitutional gua- 
rantees to every group that usually deserves money. 

If this amendment goes through, the SEC becomes 
meaningless; the Students' Society, now in its 51st 
year, becomes a pointless collection of narrow-interest 
groups; and the proud place enjoyed by student activi- 
ties and student government will have been trampled 
under foot before our very eyes.

Dr. Yatsushiro

Fascinating and richly rewarding are about the only adjectives I could use to describe Dr. T. 
Yatsushiro's career as an Anthropologist; for over a span of* about 20 years his life has been crammed 
full of activity. In fact, he has probably done more interesting things, and visited more far-off pla- 
ces during these years than docs the average man in a lifetime. But now I'm getting a little ahead 
of myselfj so let me introduce you to Dr. Yatsushiro, a native of Hawaii, and McGill's new lecturer 
in Anthropology, whom I had th e pleasure of interviewing last w eek.

I B A^young student Hugo, born in a wealthy upper middle-class family, 

has rebelled against' the selfishness, the barrenness of his milieu and joined 
■:"the Party". To this new world, he takes with him his irresponsible, child- 
like wife, Jessica. He acquires a new ideological frame of reference, he 
writes articles for the Party papers. This is however, a tame job at a time 
when the Germans arc moving divisions through the country, Communist 
guerillas are fighting the local fascists and royalists, and the Russian armies 
are advancing and will soon liberate the country, Hugo yearns to take part 
in action and begs to be given a "mission". The party appoints him secretary 
to Hoederer, an ex-socialist, now prominent party-member and policy-maker. 
His real job, though, is to kill Hoederer. All through a long taut scene, 
Hugo grips a gun in the pocket of his coat, only to find that he cannot 
pull the trigger. But when he opens the door of the study to find Jessica 
-*- Hocderer's arms his hand fires the gun, as it were, instinctively. 

nediately afterwards, however, the murder seems meaningless and 
,, unreal to him. And when, in a final ironical turn of the screw it is 
universally meaningless by a, change about in the party-line, Hugo can 
, let himself be "liquidated". 

Can men finally act from personal motives only, then ? Can they act 
only from a belief in the efficiency of their action as it is theirs and no one 
else's ? Could Hugo kill Hoederer only once his own personal feelings were 
involved, when he was jealous of him ? Does Hoederer work only to gratify 
his lust for power ? Does he treat Hugo as a human being only to assert 
his power over him ? 

Why does the Party fail to make Hugo feel that the world, the people 
in it, and himself are real, and why did Hoederer nearly succeed in doing 
precisely this ?

fc's work -by chance, and Dr. Yat 
sushiro'is no exception. His interest 
in Anthropology is an indirect re- 
sult of world war two, which brought 
him into contact with the eminent 
Psychologist, Dr. Alexander Leigh- 
ton. 

The war broke out while Dr. Yat- 
sushiro was studying at the Universi- 
ty of Redlands in California, and the 
United States, fearing collaboration 
for 4 possible invasion between Ja- 
panese-American citizens on the West 
Coast and the Empire of Japan, insti- 
gated a programme to evacuate any- 
one of Japanese descent to about 10 
different centres scattered around the 
country. Dr. Yatsushiro himself was 
sent to Poston, Arizona, a former In- 
dian village, where he remained from 
May '42 to September '43. At this 
"isolation camp" all physically able 
evacuees were required to do some 
kind of work. Here the professor, 
who had not yet completed his un- 
dergraduate work (he had been ma- 
joring in Sociology) met Leighton, 
who had been assigned by the Navy 
to do a study of Poston community. 
The U.S. federal government hoped . 
that through this study they would 
gain experience which could be ap- 
plied to occupied areas after tbc 
war. The first thing Leighton did 
was to recruit a staff, among whose 
members was Dr. .Yatsushiro. Thus 
began an exciting collaboration bet- 
ween the two men. 

Dr. Yatsushiro pointed out that al- 
though Leighton" was a Psychologist, 
he was also very interested in An- 
thropology, and soon had the Doctor 
working on research projects. Ano 
ther thing for which Dr. Yatsushiro 
is grateful was the establishment by 
Leighton of regular university cour- , 
ses which proved more fruitful than 
usual, for he was able to complete 
his undergraduate requirements while 
gaining practical experience at the 
same time. 

To Washington 

After a year spent in Camp Poston, 
• Leighton invited Dr. Yatsushiro to 
. help him prepare a book called "The 
Governing of Men", which dealt with 
the experiment' at the evacuees camp. 
Afterwards the Doctor, again upon • 
the invitation of Leighton, went off 
to Washington, to help form an 
"Anthropological Unit" whose task 
it was to analyse the Japanese morale 
towards the end of the war. This 
was accomplished by interviewing 
captured prisoners, studying inter- 
cepted broadcasts, and analysing dia- 
ries of Japanese soldiers. 

A month after the war Dr. Yat- 
sushiro, once more with Dr. Leigh- 
ton, went off to Japan, where he 
did a nation wide attitude survey of 
the Japanese people towards their 
defeat, the war itself, the emperor, 
."their leaders who had brought them, 
to ruin, and their future. This sur- 
vey, Dr. Yatsushiro explained, help- 
ed the U.S. to administer Japan mo- 
re easily. 

After 9 months in Japan, Dr. Yat- 
sushiro still didn't settle down — 
he just embarked on more and excit- 
ing projects : a study at Washington, 
D.C. of the Post-relocation of the 
Japanese evacuees at camp Poston, 
then to Cornell, where he had been 
studying on and off till achieving his 
Doctor's degree, a year in India for 
research work, and two years teach-, 
at Kansas University. 
"Well," I asked him slightly ex- 
isted, "what made you come he- 
re?" - '• . . 

"I have always thought that the 
eastern states and Canada are more 
stimulating for Anthropological stu- 



dies. McGill University naturally co- 
mes into this orbit" 

Obviously, now, Dr. Yatsushiro 
has been around. He has assisted on 
and conducted numerous anthropolo- 
gical surveys, so I was very interested 
in finding out what was die purpose 
of these investigations, and what in 
particular can Anthropology do for 
the good of mankind? Dr. Yatsushi- 
ro's brave response to this tremen- 
dous question (and it is, since it 
covers so much territory) is highly 
penetrating. 

Anthropology, according, to Dr. 
Yatsushiro, provides man with a 
means of understanding himself by 
gaining insights into his culture and 
way of life — in other words, by 
getting out of his own unconscious 
ideas. By studying simpler, more iso- 
lated tribes and understanding their 
culture, you gain an understanding 
as to what your own culture is like. 
' The study of anthropology is a kind 
of mirror in which man can see his 
diversity; it puts him in a better po- 
sition to make a contribution towards 
enhancing his own culture. 

Dr. Yatsushiro agrees with the wi- 
dely accepted principle held by scien- 
tists that man in the remote past 
had a common ancestor, the primate, 
and the modern man did not spring 
up into the world as fully developed 
as he is today, but evolved through 
different stages. 

God too 
"In that case", I asked him, "is It 
still possible for an Anthropoligist 
to believe in God?" 

"Certainly," he replied. "God ob- 
viously had a plan for the universe 
which operates along certain laws. 
The human, organism, especially 
the cerebral cortex, die most compli- 
cated machine ever devised, is go- 
verned by certain rules. 

The scientist's task generally speak- 
ing is to uncover these laws, and 
learn more about the ceaslcss activi- 
ty of life itself. A very orthodox 
person would not agree, but I sec no 
reason why the two should conflict" 
After this enlightening explana- 
tion, neither could I.

OTTAWA, (CUP) — The issue of 
drinking in the Student's Union ex 
ploded last week when the Carleton 
College Judicial Committee convened 
for the first time in two years.

The two students are 
liable to the findings of the Judicial 
Committee who can penalize offenders 
through fines, restrictions and suspen- 
sions.

A lively council meeting 
on the previous night indicated tr- 
action would soon be taken to st _ 
the increasing neglect of Union rules 
since the beginning of the term.

The administration 
at McMaster hoped that the feud 
would die a natural death because as 
Dean H.S. Armstrong. said "There is 
an. increasing possibility of accidental 
death during automobile chases ac- 
companying the raids." 

Mr. Stratton, President of the Stu- 
dent Council said that he was dubious 
about, any disciplinary action concern- 
ing hair cutting. He went so far as to 
point out that this action had never 
been taken by the Council, it was 
usually taken over by the administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Bassindale, the victim, said that 
even though he was displeased about 
the removal of his hair the OAC stu- 
dents "were very hospitable and gave 
me a jacket, a sweater, a warm shower 
and tended to my bruises."

The McGill Redmen Band!

^ * Perhaps you have watched the Redmen Band putting on a show 
at a McGill football game and wondered what kind of experience it 
is to deck oneself out in one of the colorful uniforms ana march, in 
step or out of step, down the field. What is it like? It is, in manv 
^ instances, frustrating, as when a gust of wind blows one's music off 
in several directions. It is frequently frightening when one suddenly 
forgets which routine is to be performed that day. But, above these 
considerations, being a bandsman is fun, and there are few organiza- 
tions on campus which can match the Band in sheer vanity and un- 
predictability of experience. 



It is a favourite pastime of bandsmen 
to swap stories and laugh until the 
tears appear about incidents which, 
in their time, were real crises, but 
which have since become woven into 
the fabric of humour and nostalgic 
which makes the memory of banding 
such a pleasant one. 

ERRORS — ENTERTAINMENT 

The conditions under which the 
Band performs provide more than suf- 
ficient opportunities for crises to oc- 
cur. While marching down the field" 
or executing routines, the Band, is sub- 
ject to the critical scrutiny of thou- 
sands of ears and eyes, and errors are 
very difficult to conceal. However, the 
function of the Band at football games 
is to provide entertainment, and it 
often is the case that accidental move- 
ments made in marching or playing 
provides at least as much amusement 
for the crowd as the planned routine. 

Those of you who weathered the 
elements last Saturday to attend the 
game may have noticed the dilemma 
of one saxophone player who found 
himself sloshing through three inches 
of mud in hopelessly inappropriate 
toe rubbers. After forty yards of slith- 
ering along in a very un-military style 
in a valiant effort to retain his foot- 
wear, this bandsman succumbed to the 
persistent slime. With a great deal of 
ungraceful shaking and kicking he fi- 
nally was able to abandon the rubbers 
in center field, from which they were 
later retrieved by a benevolent Toron- 
j ' " to player. Of course these manoeuvres 
initiated another catastrophe in that 
our hero's music went flying off his 
lyre, and he himself barely avoided 
terminating his contribution to the 
pre-game show in a puddle at center 
field. 

i- FUN IN THE MUD 

Mud has always been a hindrance to 
the Band as well as to the team. Ma- 
ny bandsmen chortle to recall the ga- 
me several years ago in which the 
Band was trying to perform some ra- 
ther complex manoeuvres in a bow. and 
arrow formation when the field was a 
veritable quagmire after a heavy rain. 
At one point the arrow, composed of 
several bandsmen, led by the bass 
drummer went shooting off as 
scheduled, only to bite the dust literal- 
ly. This occurred when the drummer 
lost his footing, fell, and skidded "a 
la derrière" for five gooey yards, 
leaving a neat two-inch ditch to mark 
his path through the "ooze". Although 
much sympathy must be felt for such 
a predicament, it would have been 
difficult not to find an hilarious ele- 
ment in this unfortunate man's valiant 
efforts to return to a vertical position 
in the sea of mud with an enormous 
drum strapped tightly to his person. 

Others recall what happened one 
year when the drum major forgot to

make a left wheel at the proper point 
on the field. Characteristically, some 
of the Band dutifully followed the 
aberrant drum rnajor^ while several 
bandsmen executed the wheel as sche- 
duled.

In the ensuing confusion 
of shouts and counter-shouts and shuf- 
fling back into position, everyone 
eventually lost his place in the music 
being played except a couple of third 
clarinetists who played merrily on ac- 
companied by the solid harmony of 
the bass drum. . . 

While such bizarre incidents -are 
fortunately rather rare, almost every 
game gives birth, on or off the field, 
to some minor problem which contri- 
butes to the premature aging of the 
executive. 

IN THE WRONG SPOT 

Despite repeated cautioning and 
practice, it happens very frequently 
that a bandsman will lose his orienta- 
tion on the field; he can then be seen 
running erratically from one part of 
the formation to another, while his 
confreres yell conflicting advice to 
him. Faced with this, he usually freezes 
with indecision in some obscure posi- 
tion, and the show proceeds with a 
big gap In the formation, so that the 
crowd is hard put to decide whether 
it is supposed to represent a milk 
bottle or a rhinoceros. 

Although instructions to wear black 
shoes and white shirts are repeated 
again and again, several times each 
year incorrigible bandsmen turn up 
for a game sporting white tennis shoes, 
running shoes, jerseys, and all manner 
of outlandish apparel. Only last week 
a recent recruit appeared in a brilliant 
purple and yellow sport shirt which

Barbarians Capture Title 
Trounce Ruggermen 1 7-3

The Barbarians clinched the Provin- 
cial Rugger Championship and the 
Standard Life Trophy last night at 
Molson Stadium by trouncing the de- 
fending champions, McGill, 17-3. 

McGill was expected to give the 
Barbarians a good fight and even ex- 
pected by some to upset the league 
leaders. However, early in the game 
this proved to be only wishful think- 
ing. 

After only five minutes of play in 
the game McGill had incurred three 
offside penalties. The Barbarian full- 
back, Burt Ried, took advantage of 
these. McGill miscues and kicked the 
ball through the goal posts two out 
three times to give his club six points, 
enough for the victory. At the ten mi- 
nute mark of the half, Sass Khazzam 
kicked McGill to within three points 
of their rivals on a 40 yard offside
